Group Health for the Turf 


MONG the visitors to the office of THE BLOoD- 

HORSE last week was Dr. E. M. Bond, with 
whom we had previously had a brief correspond- 
ence regarding a matter of considerable import- 
ance to racing. Dr. Bond is medical director for 
the Guyan Eagle Coal Company, located at Am- 
herstdale, W. Va. In this capacity, and previous- 
ly, he has had considerable experience with “group 
medicine.’”’ He also has a strong interest in rac- 
ing. For several years he has been nursing the 
idea of group medicine for American race tracks, 
that is, for the large and itinerant group of per- 
sons whose work is principally at the race courses 
of the United States. 

The need for this sort of an undertaking has 
long been obvious. The difficulties of setting up 
such an organization were also obvious. For sev- 
eral years the National Association of State Rac- 
ing Commissioners has had a committee trying to 
work out a plan, based on insurance principles, 
for the protection of jockeys, who play a peculiar- 
ly hazardous role in this racing game, but these 
efforts have been futile. The Horsemen's Relief 
Society in Michigan has furnished aid in many 
unfortunate cases, and some of the state racing 
commissions have funds to provide medical aid 
for the needy. But these localized efforts have 
only served to indicate the necessity for a national 
organization to care for a group of people which 
is of necessity more or less itinerant. 

Dr. Bond's proposal is for an organization 
which would be national in scope. He suggests 
that membership should be open to ‘all owners 
or trainers of a racing stable, all jockeys, exercise 
boys, and stable hands and any and all other per- 
sons employed in any capacity in connection with 
a racing stable or a race track, including mutuel 
and concession employees.” He also makes the 
tentative suggestion that the payment of $1 a 
month by a member would “entitle him to per- 
sonal medical services and treatment of all ordi- 
nary illnesses,”’ and that the payment of another 
$1.50 would be enough to “entitle him to hospital 
treatment of serious illnesses, surgical operations,

X-ray and laboratory examinations, etc."’ He be- 
lieves further that enough revenue would accrue 
from payments of this size to provide homes for 
aged and disabled members of the association. 
It is his suggestion that the dues should be turned 
over to the association by the employers, through 
agreement with the employees. 

With an organization of this sort functioning, 
Dr. Bond believes that seven or eight well trained 
young physicians could be employed full time. 
These physicians would “follow the races,” and, 
according to Dr. Bond’s tentative schedules, would 
be able to serve the entire group of racing com- 
munities through their active seasons. The regu- 
larly employed physicians would be general prac- 
titioners, and would call in consultants where 
specialization was necessary. A well qualified 
physician would be needed for the home for the 
aged and disabled. 

There would also be a central or home office of 
the association, which would handle fiscal mat- 
ters and would keep individual records—records 
which would be invaluable and which are now 
almost impossible to obtain for a population as 
unstable as racing people are. 

The service to be furnished at the race tracks 
would include not only treatment of illness, but 
also preventive measures and routine examina- 
tions and tests. “Especial attention and frequent 
examinations of the jockeys should be made, and 
with competent advice as to the correct diet and 
exercise the majority of them should be able to 
stay within the weight limit without seriously en- 
dangering their health.” 

We would like to see racing people give their 
serious and critical attention to Dr. Bond's pro- 
posal. In its present form it has several provi- 
sions which are still tentative, and some of these 
tentative provisions could be brought down to 
proper detail only through trial and error. 

But here is a beginning toward the solution of 
one of racing’s greatest problems—-a problem, by 
the way, which has its origin in the fact that 
purses paid by race tracks to owners are much too 
low and, consequently, that salaries paid to em- 
ployees are too low.

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SIDELIGITS

Three from the East 


[A 7 HATEVER trouble racing may get into this 

year, it seems already to have skirted a few 
potential disasters. When Jervis Spencer, Jr., 
died unexpectedly, a strong buttress was taken 
from racing in Maryland. Appointment of the 
wrong man to his position could have been serious, 
but in Chester F. Hockley Maryland seems to 
have got the right man. When New Jersey finally 
legalized racing, there was a wonderful chance 
for a politics-ridden commission to have made 
crippling mistakes and to have allowed tracks to 
fall into the hands of the wrong people. Mr. Cane 
is the only member of the new commission I am 
personally acquainted with, but people who should 
know assure me that other members are equally 
dependable. Mr. Cane, of course, has a lamentable 
weakness for the harness horse. He once dis- 
mounted from a sight-seeing bus somewhere out 
of Boston, by a rock which proclaimed that at that 
spot Paul Revere had ended the ride which saved 
something or other and gave Longfellow a subject 
for a poem; Mr. Cane read the inscription care- 
fully, inquired the distance back to Boston, and 
remarked that Paul must have had a trotting 
horse or he wouldn’t have got so far. He received 
with dignified contempt the suggestion that with 
a trotter Paul would still have been “scoring”’ 
along the Charles River at the end of the war. 
But Mr. Cane knows how racing should be con- 
ducted, and the announced scrutiny to which pros- 
pective licensees in New Jersey will be subjected 
indicates that the other members of the new com- 
mission have some good ideas also. 

It is the present understanding that in New 
York, although there is still matter for cavil in 
the racing law, the administration of the sport will 
remain in the already proved hands of Messrs. 
Swope, Whitney, and Sloan. 

New Jersey, of course, is what it may make of 
itself. But New York and Maryland, probably in 
the order named, are the two most important 
strongholds of racing (note to Kentuckians: no 
one said anything about breeding) in the United 
States, and affairs seem in good hands there. It 
could all have been a lot worse. 


News from New Mexico 


UST to illustrate how slowly news sometimes 

gets around, this department only last week 
got a look at the vacing law which governs the 
sport in New Mexico. In fact there was some 
obscurity as to whether New Mexico had a rac- 
ing law. But it appears that two successful 
meetings have been held at Albuquerque, with 
about the same class of horses which race at 
New Orleans and Omaha, and that some 550 of 
them wee on the grounds at the meeting last 
September. 

Racing laws do not exactly come under the 
head of light reading, but in this case the ex- 
amination proved well worth while. It is one of 
the few examples of racing legislation which 
seems to recognize the fact that racing is busi- 
ness for a considerable body of horsemen, instead 
of being purely a device for collecting revenue.

Commissions on the proceeds of the sale of such [pari- 
mutuel] tickets and certificates may be retained by the 
licensee, but such commissions shall, in no event, and 
in any enclosure, exceed 15 per cent of the proceeds of 
such sales and the odds cents of all redistributions over 
the next lowest multiple of five and that one third of 
such commissions shall be added to and distributed 
equally to the purses for each day’s races.

authority that a good deed shines a long way in 
a naughty world. 

There is no contention in this corner that 
purses ought to be set by Legislative fiat. The 
better tricks already distribute more to horse- 
men than any Legislature would require. But 
for the confusion of professional promoters, who 
apply the old principle of the sweatshop to rac- 
ing, by paying the horsemen as little as they can, 
it would be well to incorporate in racing laws 
everywhere a_ sliding minimum distribution, 
keyed to the varying prosperity of the race 
tracks. 


NEW YORK 


Racing Law Passed 


AMAICA will open, on April 15, with pari- 

mutuel machines in operation, and without 
bookmakers, or at least without legal bookmakers. 
In the waning days of the New York Legislature’s 
session the Dunnigan bill, considerably altered 
from its original form, was rushed through House 
and Senate, and on All Fools’ Day Gov. Herbert 
H. Lehman signed it. He said he expected a State 
yield of $1,000,000 for the current fiscal year 
(ending June 30), and $4,000,000 annually there- 
after. If he gets the $4,000,000, New York will 
have the greatest revenue from racing in the 
United States. 

The bill, as passed, is generally similar to the 
form outlined in THE BLOOD-HORSE last week. The 
take-out from the pari-mutuels will be 10 per cent, 
shared equally between the tracks and the State, 
which will give the tracks the lowest share in the 
United States, the State the largest share except 
for Washington, which also gets 5 per cent. Break- 
age will be to the nickel, estimated on a basis of 
winnings to one dollar. A maximum of six down- 
state and three upstate tracks is permissible, 
though there is apparently no pressure on the 
State Racing Commission to license the maximum 
number. Admission to the tracks is fixed at a 
minimum of $1.50 a person, and the Crawford 
Act under which bookmakers operated is repealed. 
A number of amendments to the bill were de- 
feated. 

Principal change from the last previous form of 
the bill concerned the make-up of the State Rac- 
ing Commission. Until the last day, the measure 
called for a four-man bi-partisan commission, and 
it was understood that if the measure were passed 
in that form the Governor would veto it. On 
March 26, when the bill came up in the Senate, 
Senator Dunnigan attempted to amend the meas- 
ure to provide for continuation of the present 
three-man commission, but was overridden 32 to 
14. But the amendment was added in the lower 
branch, and passed by a vote of 98 to 46. Sent 
back to the Senate, the amended measure passed 
by the same 32 to 14 majority by which the 
amendment had been refused three days earlier. 
Support for the bill came from nearly all the 
Democrats in the Legislature, and most of the 
urban Republicans. 

One worry which sprang up in connection with 
the new order came from those interested in 
steeplechasing. It had been announced that eight 
races would be permitted daily, and since the bet- 
ting on steeplechases is usually light, it was 
feared that the jumping events might suffer. But 
on March 29 Chairman Herbert Bayard Swope 
made it plain that the eight-race limitation in- 
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cluded a steeplechase, and that at tracks without 
a steeplechase course the normal card would be 
seven races daily. 

So with legislative difficulties out of the way, 
and with its installation of the totalizator com- 
pleted and other construction virtually finished, 
Jamaica is prepared to open the New York racing 
season April 15, with the six-furlong Paumonok 
Handicap and six other events making up the first 
day’s card. 


The Toboggan Slide 


When Morris Park was built, in 1888-89, it had 
a diagonal straightaway through the infield, which 
John A. Morris named the Eclipse Course for his 
celebrated importation *Eclipse, founder of the 
Domino line in the United States. It was slightly 
down hill, and Turf writers got to calling it the 
“toboggan slide.” So in 1890 Mr. Morris in- 
augurated the Toboggan Slide Handicap, at six 
furlongs. In 1895 there was no meeting at Morris 
Park, and when the Westchester Racing Associa- 
tion leased the track in 1896 the name of the race 
was shortened to the Toboggan Handicap. 

The old track was abandoned after 1904, and in 
1905 the Westchester Racing Association opened 
mammoth Belmont Park, which also had a diagon- 
al straightaway, since named the Widener Course, 
through the infield. The Toboggan, no longer 
down hill, was moved to Belmont Park, and in the 
first year there the celebrated sprinter Roseben 
was the winner. Except for the period from 1922- 
1927, the race has been run on the straightaway. 
Announcement of the entries for the 1940 renewal 
was made last month. Fighting Fox, Porter's 
Mite, Pagliacci, Sun Egret, and The Chief are 
among them, along with Epatant, Red Dock, and 
others from the 2-year-olds of last season. The 
list of entries:

Tanforan 


ARASSED by rain through its second week, 

Tanforan suffered a drop in support, amount- 
ing to from $12,000 to $30,000 as compared with 
corresponding days in the first week. But Tan- 
foran’s second Saturday, March 23, before the 
rains came, had a turnover of $325,713, which was 
the largest the track has had since 1937. Through 
the first 10 days, the turnover was $1,652,389, or 
a daily average of $165,239, which represents a 
considerable improvement on the 1939 spring 
meeting, when the turnover averaged $131,121 
daily. With any sort of weather the current ses- 
sion seems likely to surpass last year’s meeting 
by a comfortable margin. 


The featured event on March 30 was the Tan- 
foran Debutante Stakes, an event for 2-year-old 
fillies which was having its inaugural running. 
The fortunes of C. S. Howard, so high at Santa 
Anita, continued in this event, with his 30-to-1 
Rackatack, by Hard Tack, getting up in the last 
sixteenth to win. The supporting event of the 
day was a $1,000 overnight race at a mile and 70 
yards, for 4-year-olds and up. The winner was 
D. S. Jeppson’s Pageboy, by The Porter, which 
scored at the direct expense of Mrs. C. Phillips’ 
At Play. The field was a fairly good one, being 
made up of horses which customarily race in the 
claiming brackets from $3,500 up. The seventh 
race was won by A. G. Tarn’s Rushaway, a 7- 
year-old Haste gelding which had his day in the 
sun in 1936, when he won the Illinois and Latonia 
Derbys on successive days, but is now running to 
be claimed for $1,500. 


Another for Howard 


All of the field which contested the Tanforan 
Debutante Stakes ($2,500 added, 3-year-old fillies, 
4% furlongs) at Tanforan March 30 had been 
racing on the West Coast, except for L. B. Mayer’s 
Painted Veil (113), which was shipped from Flor- 
ida, and Appeasement (110), which was making 
her first start. The Mayer entry was made sec- 
ond choice to the T. Carson entry of Rio Macaw 
(119), a Macaw filly which had won four of her 
five starts at Santa Anita, and the maiden Lady 
Vain (111). Seven of the 12 starters were 
maidens. 

Rio Macaw began well, and at the end of a 
quarter-mile she was three lengths in front of L. 
and A. Stable’s Doll Baby (112), by *Hilltown, 
with Valdina Joy (110) third. In fourth place 
was the maiden Rackatack (107), owned by 
Charles S. Howard. Rackatack, taken to the out-

side in the last furlong by Jockey L. Scott, grad- 
ually moved to the leaders. Rio Macaw flattened 
out badly in the stretch, but Doll Baby held on 
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strongly, and it was inside the last sixteenth that 
Rackatack got to her. Under a hard drive the 
Hard Tack filly won by a head, with Painted Veil 
closing strongly to take third place, another head 
behind Doll Baby. Loma Rica Rancho’s Stella 
Gold (107), a maiden daughter of Pompey, was 
fourth, followed in order by Scot’s Pride (107), 
Persian Heels (107), Valdina Joy (110), Rio 
Macaw, Her Did (110), Appeasement, Lady Star- 
light (110), and Lady Vain. Time, :23%5, :48%5, 
:55, track muddy. Stakes division, $2,090, $500, 
$250, $125. 


Rackatack was foaled at A. B. Hancock's Clai- 
borne Stud, Paris, Ky., May 3, 1938, and was sold 
to Mr. Howard at Saratoga last August for 
$1,600. She has now started seven times, won 
one race, finished once second, once third, and has 
earned $2,315. Nancy Clay won at two and three 
and is dam of 10 foals, also including the winners 
Chatter Anne (also producer), Eldee (20 wins 
and $16,240 to eight), Gallaclay (19 wins and $23,- 
060 to seven), Torolee (13 wins, including Poca- 
hontas, Blackstone Valley Handicaps), Wantarun, 
Oddesa Nancy, and The Gob, the latter brother to 
Rackatack. Nancy Lee won Kentucky Oaks, 
United States Hotel, Demoiselle Stakes, and also 
produced General Lee (East View Stakes, Wake- 
field Handicap, and sire), and the producer Mercy 
Me. Naughty Lady won and also produced the 
winners He Will (Pimlico Serial, Fleetwing Han- 
dicap), Hail Columbia, and Cavan Boy, and the 
producer Mountain Lass. 


Investigation Slows Up 


Other “probes’’ shoved the Senate investiga- 
tion of California racing matters out of the spot- 
light last week, and there was little action any- 
way. On March 27 it was announced that a 
subpoena had been served on Stanley Anderson 
to appear before the committee, and a branch 
investigation was about to begin, to learn why 
he had not been summoned before. There ap- 
peared to have been some shenanigan about the 
matter. A subpoena had been issued weeks 
earlier, but before a deputy could serve it, he was 
notified by telephone that Anderson was out of 
town, and the sheriff's office was informed, also 
by telephone, that a subpoena had been served 
on Anderson in San Francisco. It developed that 
neither assertion was true, and now Sheriff Bis- 
cailuz wants to know who did the telephoning. 

From Santa Anita Park there were reports 
that, if the political situation cleared, the track 
might offer the richest program in its history 
next year. Admitting that, though the season 
was a very profitable one, there had been insuf- 
ficient pulling power to get some of the big 
Eastern stables to the Coast, officials were con- 
sidering a return to the $1,500 purse minimum, 
raising the Santa Anita Handicap purse to $200,- 
000, voluntarily returning to a 6 per cent take- 
out from the pari-mutuels, and resumption of the 
five-day racing week. But all of this depended 
on a favorable end to the political squabble which 
began with the Olson regime and is still going on. 


*Kayak Il and Mioland 


Publicity releases from Hollywood Park state 
that *Kayak II will remain on the West Coast, 
the determining factor being the 134 pounds as- 
signed the South American for the Dixie Handi- 
cap. The stable is quoted as being willing to send 
*Kayak II against Challedon at even weights, and 
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there is some prospect that various tracks may 
angle for such a meeting in the late summer or 
fall. 

Mioland, the releases say, will be sent to Louis- 
ville for the Kentucky Derby, then returned to 
Hollywood Park for summer racing. Trainer 
Tom Smith was quoted: ‘Mioland’s going to the 
Derby. I like him better every day. We're learn- 
ing more about him every day. He’s intelligent 
and learning very fast.” 


Santa Anita Park Betting 


Corrected totals for the Santa Anita Park meet- 
ing show that, with the four charity days ex- 
cluded, the betting turnover for the 41 days was 
$26,540,258, daily average $647,323. Two days of 
racing on behalf of the Los Angeles Community 
Chest, one for an infantile paralysis fund, and one 
for miscellaneous charities had a total betting of 
$1,835,671, so that for the entire 45 days the total 
turnover was $28,375,929, an average of $630,576 
daily. Though it is the figure for 41 days which 
marks the financial success of the track, the av- 
erage for the entire meeting is a more adequate 
representation of the volume of public support. 
Last year the average for 54 days was $664,770 
daily, and the total turnover was $34,568,090. 


Avant 


In French, avant means forward. At Tanforan 
it means Trainer Langford Avant, of San Antonio, 
a Texan complete with five-gallon hat. During 
the first part of the meeting Trainer Avant sent 
out seven horses, got six of them back to the win- 
ner’s circle, missed the seventh race narrowly 
with Alviso. His stable, he says, is strictly a 
“purse” stable, with no betting.

Jockey Leaders 


Jack Flinchum, out of action since March 18, 
left Florida last week for California, will rest 
until time to report to the Woolford Farm Stable 
in Kentucky. At the time he suffered his injury, 
he was leading rider, with 64 winners for the year. 
He has now dropped well behind W. L. Taylor, 
who got five winners at Oaklawn Park last week 
to increase his total to 72. Douglas Dodson is 
third with 56. Johnny Longden got five at Tan- 
foran, and is now fourth with 46, and Eddie Ar- 
caro and Basil James are tied for fifth place with 
45 each. M. Packer (44) and R. Gonzales (43) 
are next in order, and A. Sorsen (40) is ninth. 
Racing through March 30 is included.

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Tropical Park 


HE current week and three additional days 

will run out the 33 days assigned to the Tropi- 
cal Park meeting, which was showing signs last 
week of skidding considerably from the high vol- 
ume of business of the first three weeks. On 
March 26 showers cut the wagering, for the first 
time of the meeting, to less than $300,000, and on 
the following day, with a really hard rain in prog- 
ress, it dropped to a new low of $264,858. The last 
three days of the week were a little better, but the 
fourth week was considerably the worst of the 
meeting. The last days may show a still further 
drop, as a good many of the winter visitors are 
leaving the Miami district, and many of the best 
horses in the section have been shipped to Ken- 
tucky or Maryland for the opening of racing on 
those fronts. A number have also shipped to New 
York, to have a few weeks of rest before the Em- 
pire State season begins on April 15. 

Tropical Park, consequently, is left with enough 
horses but not enough good horses, a part of the 
reason being the refusal of the track to raise 
purses to where they could compete with other 
tracks. On March 30, though a fair group of 2- 
year-old fillies were out for the Viscaya Stakes, 
the other seven races were under claiming condi- 
tions, and only two of them drew a limit field. 
Aside from the stakes event, the best race was 
for $2,500 platers, and drew only six starters. 
The winner was Mrs. F. Scully’s Transbye, a 
Transmute gelding bred by Thomas Piatt. 

The Coral Gables Spring Handicap, on April 6, 
and the $10,000 added Tropical Handicap on clos- 
ing day are the remaining stakes to be run. 


Viscaya Stakes 


Two of the more prominent fillies developed in 
Florida this winter are Belmar Arra (119), by 
Brevity or Broadside, and Red Mantilla (119), 
winner of the Everglades Stakes at Hialeah Park. 
Both were entered for the Viscaya Stakes ($2,000 
added, 2-year-old fillies, four furlongs) at Tropical 
Park March 30. They were backed about equaliy, 
but neither played any great part in the running. 

J. A. Best’s Within (119), ridden by Irving 
Anderson, broke very fast and was immediately 
challenged by Mrs. De Witt Page’s Puro Oro 
(116), a daughter of Hygro, but fought clear in 
the first furlong, aided by the fact that Puro Oro 
was forced to race between horses. Then J. E. 
Widener’s Misty Isle (111), by *Sickle, surmouni- 
ed the disadvantage of having to race on the out- 
side and offered a strong challenge in the stretch.

Within, driven hard, managed to stand off the 
threat and beat Misty Isle a neck, with Puro Oro 
third, four lengths farther back. M. B. Goff's 
Straddle On (116), by Don Leon, overcame a 
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slow beginning to be fourth, a half-length away, 
and was followed in order by Cook Book (111), 
Belmar Arra, and Red Mantilla. The latter had 
shown some speed in the early stages and was 
once as close as third, but fell back steadily in 
the last furlong. Time, :2245, :46%,;, track fast. 
Stakes division, $1,860, $400, $200, $100. 

Within was foaled May 4, 1938, at Roy H. 
Farmer’s farm in Scott County, Kentucky, was 
sent to Saratoga in the consignment of Thomas 
Piatt, and was knocked down to Miss Frances 
Mooney for $500. She made her first starts this 
year under Mr. Piatt’s silks, however, and was 
claimed on March 19 by the present owner for 
$2,500. The Viscaya Stakes was her first start 
for Mr. Best. In all she has started four times, 
won three races, and has earned $3,060. Squeeze 
In started once at two and was unplaced. She is 
also dam of the winners Fashion Show (11 wins 
to five), Ease In (at three and four), and Burst- 
ing (at four), and the producer Painted Angel. 
She has only one other foal of racing age. Ber- 
naise is also dam of the winners Golden Chance 
(39 wins), Sempronia (at three and four), Shafe 
(25 wins to eight), and Cousin Doll (also pro- 
ducer), and the producers Brandon Beth and 
Donna Aggie. Mareto won eight races at three, 
and also produced the winners Longus, Charley 
Heeney, and Claque. She was sister to the win- 
ners Voladora (Kentucky Oaks), Volma (also 
producer), and Galante. 


Tropical Park Sale 


A total of 11 horses in training were sold by 
auction at the Tropical Park paddock March 30, 
with a total return of $3,430, an average of $312. 
The prices mean little as far as the general mar- 
ket is concerned, for the sort of horses offered 
for sale at the beginning of the major season are 
hardly very desirable. The highest price was $825, 
which W. H. Bradley paid for Golden Cargo, a 
“Happy Argo filly consigned by Russell A. Fire-

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ARKANSAS 
Oaklawn Park 


HE 30-day Oaklawn Park meeting, at Hot 

Springs, came to a close with the program of 
March 30, featured by the fifth running of the 
Arkansas Derby. The day's card was made up 
of six claiming races and two other events, in- 
cluding the feature, and both of these went to the 
stable of Mrs. Emil Denemark. The Arkansas 
Derby was won by Super Chief, a late developing 
*Pot au Feu gelding which did not race until last 
December. The supporting event, a sprint over 
the Oaklawn Course (165 feet less than six fur- 
longs) went to Mrs. Denemark’s Court Dance, a 
Jamestown mare bred by J. Howard Lewis. Court 
Dance actually finished second to Mrs. C. C. Win- 
ters’ Night Editor, but Night Editor bothered the 
winner at the end and was disqualified and placed 
second. Jockey W. L. Taylor, strengthening his 
lead among the jockeys, also got a double on the 
day. 
Although no figures have been announced from 
the track, it seems probable that the meeting 
which closed last Saturday was supported at least 
as well as was the 1939 meeting, at which wager- 
ing averaged $103,030 daily. 


Denemark Entry One-Two 


Not many of the prominent 2-year-olds of last 
year, or of the 3-year-old developments of the win- 
ter season have been in training at Oaklawn Park 
this year, and the Arkansas Derby ($5,000 added, 
3-year-olds, 14, miles) on March 30 drew an un- 
distinguished field, the only stakes winner among 
the eight starters being Potranco (126), which 
won the Ravisloe Stakes and Labor Day Handi- 
cap in the Chicago district last year. 

At the start Miss Ethel (115), a Terminus filly, 
broke to the front, with Potranco close behind her, 
and a hard duel for six furlongs resulted. At the 
end of that distance both of the leaders were 
spent, and F. S. Trumbull’s The Fop (117), by 
Vain Bachelor, came up from third place to take 
the lead. From farther back the entry of Mrs. 
Emil Denemark, Super Chief (117) and Colorado 
Ore (112), was moving also, and in the last six- 
teenth the three horses bunched. A few strides 
from the finish Super Chief got his nose in front, 
under J. Richard’s hard drive, and Colorado Ore, 
a Papyrus filly which had suffered for lack of 
racing room in the upper stretch, closed boldly 
to take second place, a head in front of The Fop. 
Mrs. J. Chesney’s Endy (117), an Islam colt, was 


three lengths farther back in fourth place, and 
was followed by Miss Ethel, Potranco, Pink Gal

$4,435. Bourse did not race. She is also dam of 
Marmion (brother to Super Chief and winner of 
17 races, including the Wampanoag Claiming 
Stakes), Finance (22 wins, including the McLen- 
nan Memorial, ‘Governor’s, Paul Revere Handi- 
caps), Celiba (15 wins), and Billmar (at three 
and four), and the producer Boursecamp, dam of 
the winner Brill and the stakes winner Pit Bull. 
She had three other foals. Money Mart is also 
dam of the winners Federal Reserve (30 wins to 
12, 1939), Broomoney (11 wins, to 13), Wild 
Money (13 wins at seven, eight, and nine), Idle 
Money, and Celanire, and the producers Broom 
Market (dam of four winners and grandam of the 
stakes winner Thorson) and Mammon (dam of 
seven winners, including the stakes winner Light- 
ning Jones. Martha II won the Sapphire Stakes 
and produced five winners, including Artful (Fu- 
turity, Great Filly Stakes, and grandam of the 
stakes winners Smear and Fresno), and the pro- 
ducers Artless (dam of Altay, stakes winner and 
sire in France), Iona, and Queen of Hearts, dam of 
the stakes winners Rickety (also sire), Tarts, 
Regina, and Trumps, and the producer Pandora 
(dam of Witchmount).

New Steeplechase Successful 


In hopes of adding something to the steeple- 
chase sport, never too robust, Pimlico, Delaware 
Park, and Belmont Park agreed to offer a Spring 
Maiden Subscription Steeplechase, and to add to 
each of the three races an amount equal to the 
subscription fees received’ up to $2,000. Sub- 
scriptions were $150 each ($50 for each race), 
and a total of 59 nominations were made, so that 
each race will be worth $4,950. The nominations 
were for maidens at the time horses for the sub- 
scriptions were named, which is April 15. F. Am- 
brose Clark led nominators with eight subscrip- 
tions; Thomas Hitchcock had four; and Mrs. F. 
Ambrose Clark, Greentree Stable, and S. J. Hol- 
laway had three each. What suits sponsors best 
is the fact that nine of the 37 subscribers are 
persons who have not previously raced jumpers 
at the major tracks, for encouragement of new 
owners was the chief goal of the plan.

Dates in Washington 


After the Spokane track had withdrawn an ap- 
plication for spring racing dates, the Washington 
Horse Racing Board announced dates for three 
tracks in Washington, including one which has not 
appeared in the racing scene before. This is at 
Wilbur, a community of about 800 population, 
some 70 miles from Spokane, which will have 
three days of racing, probably in conjunction with 
a fair. The tracks at Longacres and Spokane 
will have five days of racing each week, with 
Mondays and Tuesdays dark, and will probably 
have “twilight” programs on Wednesdays, Thurs- 
days, and Fridays. The dates:

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Bowie Opens 


N April 1, with fine spring weather and a 
crowd estimated at nearly 10,000, Bowie 
opened the “regular” season of 1940, starting a 
spring meeting of 12 days. Bowie suffered a loss 
last month when several barns were burned, but 
arrangements were made with nearly Laurel Park 
to stable the horses which could not be cared for 
at Bowie, and there seem to be plenty of horses 
available. The pari-mutuel turnover for the first 
day was guessed as something more than $300,- 
000, which represents a gain over last year’s open- 
ing day. However, the first day of the 1939 spring 
meeting experienced poor weather conditions. 
There was no stakes on opening day, the prin- 
cipal event being the $1,200 overnight Bel Air 
Purse, for 3-year-olds at 5', furlongs. Winner 
and favorite was H. Guy Bedwell’s Rawson, a 
Sun Flag gelding bred at Shandon Farm. It com- 
pleted a double for Owner-Trainer Bedwell, who 
had saddled his Apprehend, by Apprehension, to 
win the previous race. Hirsch Jacobs also began 
the season auspiciously by saddling the winners of 
the last two races, Mrs. Jacobs’ Uvalde, by Prince 
Pal, and P. Bieber’s The Queen. H. Lindberg, who 
rode both of the Bedwell horses, thus achieved a 
double, but riding honors for the day went to C. 
Durando, who rode both the Jacobs horses and 
also scored on Blahblah in the second race. The 
first race of the day and meeting, for 2-year-old 
maidens, went to Millsdale Stable’s Sun Ginger, a 
*Gino filly which cost $1,000 at Saratoga last 
August. 


New Gate, New Rules 


Twenty years ago when a horse went out of the 
paddock gate onto a race track all bets were on, 
regardless of what might happen to him. With 
the increase of racing among communities which 
were new to it, this rule has been modified to al- 
low stewards to excuse horses for various reasons 
after they have reached the track. Last year with 
the inception of the electric starting gate, a new 
problem arose. It was always theoretically pos- 
sible, and on one occasion actually happened, that 
a gate might not open, thus preventing a horse 
from getting into the race at all. Last week, to 
meet this problem, the Maryland State Racing 
Commission adopted the following rule: 


After the starters in a race leave the paddock and are 
on the track with the jockeys up for the parade to the 
post no refund is allowed in that race because of acci- 
dent or for any other reason, except when the doors in a 
stall gate fail to open. 

If for any reason the doors in front of any stall in a 
mechanically or electrically operated gate should fail to 
open, thereby preventing a horse to leave when the 
starter dispatches the field, these rules shall apply: 

(a) If the starters in a race number more than six and 
if no more than two horses are prevented from leaving, 
the whole amount wagered on such horse or horses shall 
be deducted from each pool of which it is a part and 
promptly refunded. 

(b) If in a field of more than six horses, if more than 
two horses are held in the stalls, the break shall be de- 
clared a false break, and the horses shall be recalled to 
start again immediately. 

(c) If the starters in a race number six or less, in sep- 
arate interests, and should any one of them be held in 
the stalls, the break shall be declared false, and the 
horses shall be recalled to start again. 

(d) If the conditions for a race include fees of any 
kind—nominating, eligibility or starting—such fees shall 
be paid to the owner of the horse prevented from par- 
ticipating in a race through failure of the gates to open. 

(e) All decisions relative to the dispatch of fields un- 
der the provisions of the rules immediately preceding 
shall be made by the starter.

KENTUCKY 
Little Old Bootland Track 


URING the early months of 1940 there has 

been a reorganization of the non-profit race 
track at Lexington. The changes made had a 
legal background so complicated that Keeneland 
officials made no attempt to explain them in de- 
tail, sought only to reveal in broad outline the 
general purpose of the reorganization. At the 
luncheon meeting of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America held Saturday, March 30, at the La- 
fayette Hotel, Lexington, Hal Price Headley, pres- 
ident of Keeneland Association, undertook to ex- 
plain something of Keeneland’s plans under the 
new set-up. 

“Keeneland,” Mr. Headley said, “has been in 
operation about three and a half years. In that 
time, besides the taxes it has paid, the track has 
made about $150,000, all of which has gone back 
into the plant. That and the original investment 
of about $350,000 made by the stockholders made 
the plant stand us about a half-million dollars. 


“After the meeting of last fall, the most suc- 
cessful meeting ever held at the track, we thought 
Keeneland had gone beyond the experimental 
stage and began to lay plans to make it a perma- 
nent thing. Our main objectives were to pay 
back the stockholders who had financed the track 
and to pay horsemen more. To do this it was 
necessary that Keeneland be established as a non- 
profit organization in the eyes of the Department 
of Internal Revenue. We had to convert our pre- 
ferred stock into first-mortgage bonds. We had 
to lease the plant to Keeneland Race Course, an 
organization which would operate the track and 
turn over 85 per cent of its net profits to Keene- 
land Association, which must turn the money over 
to non-profit organizations, as for instance the 
University of Kentucky, which could make good 
use of it in financing research work. 

“Under this arrangement larger purses will be 
given to horsemen. Last spring overnight purses 
averaged about $800. This spring they will av- 
erage about $1,000, and Keeneland Race Course 
has also added a $2,500 stakes race. We feel that 
the success of Keeneland depends upon its purses. 
‘The higher the purses, the better the horses; the 
better the horses, the better racing we are going 
to have. That is the important thing to horsemen, 
and to Keeneland. 

“Taking last year as a fair example of what 
the track may expect in the future—we had bad 
weather in the spring and a very successful meet- 
ing in the fall—-the track should have some $75,- 
000 to figure on. About $31,000 could go into in- 
terest and retirement bonds. We are only allowed 
to retire about $14,000 worth of bonds each year, 
and we will be about 25 years retiring the bonds. 
An increased amount of money can go into purses 
and the part that is left must be paid out to non- 
profit organizations. [Note: Purse increases will 
be made by Keeneland Race Course, the lessee of 
Keeneland. The 85 per cent of its net earnings 
paid by Keeneland Race Course to Keeneland As- 
sociation can be used only to pay interest on 
bonds, to retire bonds, and as gifts to non-profit, 
tax-free institutions and organizations.—_Ed. | 

“Under this arrangement it is possible, in my 
mind, that in a few years we will have racing out 
here at this little old Bootland track as good as 
they have any place in the country, so good that 
we won't have to take back off of anybody.” 

Mr. Headley was asked who would own the 
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track when all the bonds have been retired. ‘The 
common stock,” he said. Who will own the com- 
mon stock? “The status of the common stock 
will not be changed,” he said. (When Keeneland 
was organized non-voting preferred stock was 
sold at $100 a share, and for each share of pre- 
ferred stock the purchaser was entitled to buy 
one share of voting, no-par-value common stock 
at $1 a share.) ‘The common stock is now con- 
trolled, just as it was under the previous set-up, 
by a voting trust composed of Arthur B. Han- 
cock, Dr. Fred Rankin, and me. This trust has 
more than 25 years to run—TI forget the exact 
number of years.” 

Dr. W. W. Dimock, head of the Department of 
Animal Pathology at the University of Kentucky, 
asked that the club president appoint a committee 
with Dr. Rankin as chairman and with Mr. Head- 
ley included to visit the university experiment 
station, a prospective recipient of some of the 
funds which will be available at Keeneland, to see 
the work in progress there in connection with re- 
search on diseases of the horse. The club voted 
that such a committee be appointed. 

Neville Dunn, secretary, reported that the next 
function of the club would be an outdoor barbe- 
cue and burgoo party in the paddock at Keene- 
land Thursday, April 25 (Blue Grass Stakes day), 
at 11:30 a. m., when a large number of guests 
probably will be entertained by the members. The 
following day, April 26, the club will have a 
luncheon meeting and will see a collection of mo- 
tion pictures made by J. Trueman Ward, of Nash- 
ville, Tenn. 

Among the guests at the meeting of last Sat- 
urday were W. E. Boeing and his trainer, Ted 
Horning. Ben G. Crosby, Jr., and Horace N. 
Davis, Jr., were introduced as new members. 


Yearling Judging Contest 


Entries in the Thoroughbred Club of America’s 
annual yearling judging contest to be held in 
conjunction with spring racing at Keeneland 
Race Course will close this week. Brownie 
Leach, who is in charge of arrangements for the 
show, announced more than 15 entries had been 
received for each division. The fillies will be 
shown in the Keeneland paddock on Tuesday, 
April 16, and the colts and geldings on Friday, 
April 19. A number of new breeders are enter- 
ing yearlings in the judging this year. 

Keeneland has announced three prizes for the 
owners. If a yearling shown in the contest wins 
a race as a 2-year-old at Keeneland the owner 
who entered him in the judging contest will re- 
ceive $100. If a yearling in the contest wins the 
Lafayette Stakes the owner will receive $250, 
and if a yearling wins the Breeders’ Futurity the 
owner showing him will receive $500. 

Hal Price Headley and Les Deringer, who 
topped all other contestants participating in the 
1938 yearling show at Keeneland, will receive 
their prizes during the 1939 show. 


Man o' War's Birthday 


Sports writers in recent seasons have frequently 
marked March 29 on their calendars, as the birth- 
day of Man o’ War. But when they go to get a 


story on the annual occasion, they usually find 
they have to make it themselves, for though a 
considerable affair was held at Faraway Farm in 
1938, when the big chestnut was 21 years old, 
there is no annual celebration at Faraway Farm. 
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The observances that have been held have been 
sponsored by radio networks; neither Owner Sam- 
uel D. Riddle or Manager Harrie B. Scott has 
planned them. 

On March 29, 1940, Man o’ War was 23 years 
old. He weighs about 1,375 pounds, eats nine 
quarts of oats daily and whatever carrots he can 
get. He wears his years rather well, though of 
course there are some signs of age. Only con- 
cession to his advancing age is the fact that his 
stud book, always restricted to 25 mares, has 
been cut to 18. 


Bimelech 


Last week Trainer William Hurley reported that 
Bimelech was coming along very well at Idle Hour 
Stock Farm, that his training was as well ad- 
vanced as he desired, and that he would be ready 
for the Kentucky Derby May 4. There seemed 
some prospect that he might make the Blue Grass 
Stakes, at Keeneland April 25, a preparatory race, 
but no announcement was made. Col. E. R. Brad- 
ley, trying for his fifth Derby with the Black 
Toney—*La Troienne colt, was expected to return 
to Lexington in mid-April from Palm Beach. 

On April 1 it was appropriately announced that 
odds on Bimelech in the future books had been cut 
to 2 to 1, a ridiculous figure explained by one op- 
erator as the result of the fact that most of the 
money wagered is on the Bradley colt. The price 
against Mioland, which began at 100 to 1, has been 
cut to 15 to 1, but Andy K. remains the second 
choice at 10 to 1. 


Parrish Barn Burns 


Several thousand dollars worth of damage, cov- 
ered by insurance, was caused on the Woodford 
County (Ky.) farm of the late James W. Parrish, 
on March 26, when a stable, a log barn, and a tool 
house were destroyed by fire.

He was 
previously trainer for the Newcastle Stable of 
Charles Leonard. Mr. Welsh is survived by a 
daughter, five grandchildren, and a brother in 
Ireland.

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Carolina Cup 


HE scheduled six races of the Carolina Cup 

meeting, at Camden, S. C., on March 30, were 
increased to seven when F. Ambrose Clark 
matched his *Bachelor Philip, a 9-year-old bay 
gelding by Herod Philip—Bachelor’s Valley, by 
Bachelor’s Double, against Mrs. Esther du Pont 
Weir’s *Golden Oak, by The Carpenter, at $1,500 
a side. In the Imperial Cup, at Aiken, a two- 
mile hurdle race, *Golden Oak had beaten the 
Herod Philip gelding three lengths, though giv- 
ing eight pounds. But in the match, which was 
also at two miles over hurdles, at level weights 
of 140 pounds each, *Bachelor Philip made a 
runaway of it, winning by some 20 lengths. The 
time of the Imperial Cup was 3:45; in the match 
*Bachelor Philip cut this to 3:29';. 

The principal event was of course the Carolina 
Cup, over three miles of timber. Rokeby Stable’s 
*Faction Fighter, by Irish Battle—Pride of the 
Cottage, by Cottage, won the event in 1939, and 
he was in the field again this year, though he 
was given no great chance to win. When the 
race started Paul G. Daly’s Mansfield Park went 
sailing into a long lead, which at one time was 
nearly 20 lengths. The favored *Escape III went 
down at the fourth fence, and Mansfield Park, 
going along smoothly, seemed a certain winner. 
But he suddenly decided he did not like one of 
the fences, and refused it. Before F. A. Powers, 
Jr., could get him turned around and over the 
fence, *Faction Fighter and others ran past him, 
and though Mansfield Park got up as far as sec- 
ond again, he had spent himself. When Mrs. E. 
S. Spilman’s Postman Home, by Bon Homme, 
came up to challenge, *Faction Fighter had 
something left, and came through the stretch the 
stronger of the two. *Gil Blas, by St. Donagh, 
was third, passing tired horses at the end. 
*Escape III's rider, R. G. Wolfe, suffered a 
broken collar bone. L. Murdock, who rode *Gil 
Blas, claimed that the horses which finished 
ahead of him had taken the wrong course. But 
the patrol judges reported no mistakes, and the 
result stood. It was the third Carolina Cup vic- 
tory for Mr. Mellon, whose Drinmore Lad won 
in 1935. 

Rokeby Stable (Paul Mellon) got a double 
when *Frozen North, by Mr. Toots—Icicle, by 
He, won the Wateree Maiden Plate, a 112-mile 
hurdle race for maidens at the time of closing of 
the entries. *Frozen North, which won the first 
race of the hunts season at the Sandhills meet- 
ing March 16, won at the direct expense of F. 
Ambrose Clark’s Steve Brody, by Boatswain, 
with Hop, by Dress Parade, in third place. 

But Mr. Clark, who could do no better than 
furnish the runner-up in this race, added two 
other scores to his victory in the match event. 
His *Lancastrian, by Pondicherry—Mantilla, by 
Manilardo, won the Camden Maiden Plate (two 
miles, brush) from Rokeby Stable’s Enterprise, 
a *Queen’s Guild gelding which was not defeated 
in three starts last year, has not won in two this 
season. The two other starters, which included 
*Fay Cottage, fell. 

The third victory for Mr. Clark was that of 
*La Touche, by La Brige—-Torpoint’s Quest, by 
Loch Lomond, in the Springdale Steeplechase, 
over 2'2 miles of brush. Mrs. L. A. Park’s 
*Crooked Wood, by Drinmore, was second, and 
Mr. Clark’s *Horner Wood was third. 
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The Camden Plate, at one mile on the flat, 
drew a good-sized field. It was won by John Hay 
Whitney's Massa, by Black Toney——*Brunoro, by 
*Teddy, and was the second victory in three 
starts for the gelding this year. E. D. Clifton’s 
Hatteras Light, by Chief Flynn, was second, and 
G. H. Bostwick’s Pompeius, by Pompey, was 
third, with seven unplaced. 

The remaining event, the Baron DeKalb (112 
miles, hurdles), went to Mr. Bostwick’s Masked 
Knight, also by Pompey, out of Masked Dancer, 
by Disguise, which was runner-up in the same 
race last year, but took first place when the 
horse which finished first was disqualified for 
cutting a flag. Raritan Stable’s *Battle Ground 
II, by Bosworth, was second, and J. E. Ryan’s 
Hills of Eireann, by *Pick of the Circus, was 
third. 


NEW JERSEY 
Slight Prospect for 1940 


ITH the passage of New Jersey’s enabling 

act, and the appointment of a State Racing 
Commission, it had generally been expected that 
racing prospects, so tangled in New Jersey for 
the last year, would begin rapidly to simplify. 
But immediately after the four commissioners 
took the oath of office, Chairman Louis A. Reilly 
said that the chances of having racing in the 
State this year were slight. He was more inter- 
ested, he said, in getting racing ‘off on the right 
foot”’ than in getting it off at once. William H. 
Cane, another member of the commission, said he 
did not think that New Jersey could have the 
“kind of racing it ought to have” this year. 

Governor Moore agreed with the commission, 
even at the sacrifice of 1940 racing revenue, and 
urged the commission to take its time in granting 
licenses: ‘“‘We want reliable persons with sub- 
stantial capital. We are not interested in pro- 
moters going around selling stock to build tracks 
with other people’s money.” Back of all the delay 
was apparently the fear that underworld figures, 
“fronted” by ostensibly respectable citizens, might 
gain control of New Jarsey racing, and applicants 
for licenses seemed likely to be destined for a de- 
liberate and thorough investigation. It was the 
commission's intention to consult persons of repu- 
tation and character with wide experience in rac- 
ing, and John Sloan, of the New York State Rac- 
ing Commission, and Thomas J. Healey, were 
among those mentioned as possible advisers. 

But despite this cold water, an application for a 
license for a track in Monmouth County, to begin 
a meeting July 1, was filed by Henry Collin Min- 
ton, a Trenton lawyer acting for a “group of 
sportsmen.”

SIRES OF WINNERS 


T this time of the year, the sire of the winner 

of the Santa Anita Handicap is always at the 
top of the list of sires ranked by the earnings of 
their get. So Wheatley Stable’s Hard Tack, in 
service at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, leads 
the list through the racing of March 30, with 
earnings of $109,340 in first monies. In second 
place is Le Mar Stock Farm’s Canaan, a stallion 
which has had very few foals since beginning stud 
service in 1931. But one of these is Many Stings, 
winner of the Widener Handicap. He has had 
only two other winners this year, including the 
promising 3-year-old Multitude, brother to the 
Widener winner. Canaan’s get have won $66,025, 
The Santa Anita Derby, won by Sweepida, raised 
Sweepster to third place on the list, with a total 
of $45,525. Sweepster, which is now back at H. C. 
Hatch’s farm in Canada after brief periods in 
Kentucky and California, also has had three win- 
ners, and is likely to be passed soon by *Bull Dog, 
which has already had 19 winners to earn a total 
of $44,910.

Chiefly because Santa Anita Park raced only 
four days a week this winter, instead of the usual 
five, and because the winter meeting at the Fair 
Grounds was considerably abbreviated, the num- 
ber of races run through the first three months of 
1940 is considerably less than in 1939, and the 
total distribution for the winter season is down 
more than $250,000. The average purse per race 
has dropped also, though less sharply, from $717 
a race to $701 a race. But the spread of breeding 
activities is indicated by the fact that despite 
these decreases, there is one more stallion repre- 
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sented by a winner than there was through the 
same period last year. A comparison of the 1940 
racing totals through March 30 with those of 1939 
through April 1, which was the corresponding 
Saturday last year:

Lincolnshire Prospects 


ONDON, March 10.—The racing held at Font- 

well Park and Haydock last week was of 
no more than local interest, and the time seems 
appropriate to take stock of the Lincolnshire and 
Grand National prospects. During the interven- 
ing four weeks we shall no doubt be swayed by 
much “latest information,”’ and so far as the Na- 
tional is concerned, running at Cheltenham may 
have a bearing on the issue. An advantage in 
taking a Lincoln survey a month before the races 
is that one is not influenced by eleventh hour re- 
ports of home trials, which reports are usually 
moonshine, but the question of condition will cer- 
tainly be of primary importance. Most of my 
trainer friends agree that, in the main, it is not 
possible to take up a horse which has had no real 
exercise for months, and in a period of a little 
more than six weeks, put him down fit enough to 
win a race like the Lincoln. There may, how- 
ever, be exceptions to this general rule, in the 
case, for instance, of a light-fleshed gelding such 
as Lord Glanely’s Southport. It was not until 
a fortnight ago that winter’s rigid grip was re- 
laxed, and if we fairly assume that open weather 
will remain with us throughout March, it must be

allowed that the preparation of those which were 
confined to their boxes and stable yards through- 
out the frosty spell will have to be decidedly 
hurried. 

Nearly half of the Lincoln entry have run or 
have been schooled over hurdles, and they include 
Quartier Maitre, Wonersh, Faststep, Fairfax, 
Time Step, Kings Gap, Mr. Snodgrass, Aldine, and 
Ticca Gari. Of this company, the two first named 
are winners of good-class events over sticks, and 
at the time of writing they are quoted as joint 
Lincoln favorites at 9 to 1. Quartier Maitre is 
due to run in the Gloucestershire Hurdle at Chel- 
tenham, and Wonersh is engaged in the Champion 
Hurdles Cup at that meeting. Aldine has not 
been seen in public this term, but I believe that 
old Tom Coulthwaite has been keeping the 7-year- 
old fairly on the move, with occasional schools 
over jumps. Aldine, fourth in last year’s Lincoln, 
can well be regarded as the pick of the present 
handicap. Time Step, though generously framed, 
came to hand early last season, and I believe he 
will be in pretty good trim for the Carholme test, 
though I should say that others will be fitter. 

Furious, in 1920, and Squadron Castle last year, 
are the only hurdlers to win the Lincoln in post- 
war years, but it certainly seems to me that the 
timber-toppers, because of the pull they will have 
in the matter of condition, will be to the fore this 
time.

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of weather, and an outing or two under colors in 
the month prior to the Aintree affair wi!l satisfy 
most trainers. Many of the runners have been 
seen out in the past fortnight and others will 
contest Cheltenham prizes next week, so that I 
am fairly assuming that all will be fit enough, if 
not good enough! 

It may be most convenient if I briefly comment 
upon the leading candidates in the order in which 
they appear in the handicap. First, Royal Mail, 
winner of the great event in 1937 when carrying 
166 pounds: His weight now is only three pounds 
more, and strictly on handicapping, he is afforded 
a wonderful chance of achieving the double. The 
son of My Prince is a great favorite of mine, but 
I have come to the definite conclusion that he is 
on the down-grade and that he has not the stam- 
ina he had a couple or three seasons ago. He will 
probably get round again, for he is one of the 
cleverest fencers I have ever seen, but I’m not 
fancying him to cope with the younger and more 
virile opponents in the last mile. Airgead Sios, 
joint top weight, affords a striking contrast tc 
Royal Mail. Whereas the latter is deliberately 
stylish over any jump, ‘‘Airgead” goes slap-bang 
to his obstacles and takes off almost anywhere. 
With cat-like agility he seems to “sort himself 
out” in the air and lands more or less correctly, 
and it is amazing that he does not take all the 
steel out of himself in a couple of miles of these 
gymnastics. His virility has carried him to spec- 
tacular victories in many three-mile ‘chases, and 
I think it probable that he will win the Chelten- 
ham Gold Cup next week, in which case he may 
be made favorite for the National. I do not he- 
lieve, however, that he will stay the four and a 
half miles at Liverpool, and my prediction is that 
he will show the way for perhaps three miles, and 
then begin to tire. This would, inevitably, mean 
that he will come to grief. |[Note: Final accept- 
ances for the Grand National, made on March 27, 
do not include Airgead Sios. He was scratched 
after he pulled up lame in finishing second to The 
Professor II in the Compton Steeplechase March 
19.—-Ed. | 

Royal Danieli has been a disappointment since 
he ran-up to Battleship two years ago. The hand- 
some Irish horse failed ignominiously in the Red 
Cross 'Chase at Leopardstown last month, and it 
takes a deal of faith to reckon him a National 
“possible” in view of that display. But Mr. Mc- 
Nally’s horse is a real good ‘un at his best, and he 
is only nine years old. I would not like to leave 
him out of calculations. 

The Professor II and The Uplifter, both on the 
162-pound mark, are correctly assessed on the 
form that they have shown in races over the Ain- 
tree country. The connections of The Professor 
II, rightly or wrongly, consider that their horse 
is the better stayer, and that he will beat The 
Uplifter more readily than he did in the Champion 
‘Chase last year, now that the distance is appre- 
ciably farther. Mrs. Strang’s horse has been 
backed to win a great deal of money, and his suc- 
cess would certainly be the biggest blow to the 
ring. I have a wholesale respect for his chance, 
though for sheer fencing ability I regard The Up- 
lifter as his superior. There is, admittedly, just a 
doubt about Ambrose Clark's 8-year-old staying 
the distance, particularly if the going should be 
heavy. But the doubt is not considerable, and I 
am betraying no secrets in stating that Trainer 
Ivor Anthony regards the chance of The Uplifter 
with hope. The stable jockey, Danny Morgan, is 
rather more than hopeful. He has elected to ride 


this horse in preference to Royal Mail, which will 
be steered by Evan Williams, the jockey who

Dunhill Castle I do not fancy, for I am con- 
vinced that three miles is the length of his tether. 
Workman, winner last year, has been having leg 
trouble for a long time, and he will have to show 
miraculous improvement on a recent display in 
Ireland if he is to be a live factor on April 5. Lord 
Bicester’s Rockquilla has shown marked ability 
over the Aintree country and I understand that 
Beeby now has this good type of ‘chaser to his 
liking. 

Jovial Judge, a difficult customer to train, may 
not be saddled. It would please me immensely to 
see Herbert Brandt’s colors to the fore, and I 
have no doubt that Red Eagle will perform credit- 
ably, though I doubt his being quite good enough 
to win. The good-looking Dominick’s Cross may 
not stay the trip, but Black Hawk, which was up 
with the leaders two fences from home last ‘year, 
and doing well when he collided with Workman, 
is one to be kept on the right side. Kilstar, an- 
other unlucky runner last year when he finished 
third after losing many lengths by blundering at 
Becher’s second time round, has shown no form 
in recent races, but he is the Aintree type all 
right, and I expect him to again carry Miss 
Paget's colors prominently. 

Lady Lindsay’s 7-year-old Old Pal, one of the 
best-looking ‘chasers in the country, has first-rate 
credentials and his veteran sporting owner is 
hopeful that her horse will go one better than Blue 


Prince, which carried her colors into second place: 


behind Reynoldstown five years ago. Another 
privately trained candidate with really bright 
prospects is Captain Briggs’ 8-year-old MacMof- 
fat, second to Workman last year, and a runner- 
up also in a Grand Sefton 'Chase. MacMoffat is

one of those horses which are seen to best ad- 
vantage over the formidable Liverpool fences. 

Milano, which looked exceptionally well when I 
saw him at Gatwick a week ago, is not qualified, 
I fear, on the score of stamina. The ex-hunters, 
Venturesome Knight and Litigant, on the other 
hand, have stamina in abundance, and the ques- 
tion is whether they have enough pace. There 
are many sound judges who think that Venture- 
some Knight, a real good-looker, will be returned 
the winner. He was third in the Foxhunters’ 
‘Chase over the National course last March, and 
would probably have won had not the reins broken 
near home. 

Mr. Whitney's Knightsbrook and National 
Night, first and second, respectively, in the Stan- 
ley ‘Chase (2m.3f.) last March, will not, I fear, 
appreciate a further two miles to travel. Miss 
Paget’s recent Irish purchase, Le Cygne, was 
probably a bit flattered by his recent Newbury 
success against unfit rivals, and I doubt his being 
such a worthy National contender as the same 
owner’s Kilstar. The mare Symaethis, fifth last 
year, is the fancy of many shrewd backers. I 
should hold her chance in more esteem if she 
were cast in a bigger mold, and though I would 
not like to put off anyone who fancies her, I would 
not back her myself. I have a deal more liking 
for Bogskar, which impressed me most favorably 
when winning the National Trial ‘Chase at Gat- 
wick on March 2, Symaethis being among his vic- 
tims. The only others that I deem worth referring 
to are Gold Arrow, which ran quite well in the 
Gatwick race, Red Freeman, which was leading 
when he came down at Becher’s second time 
round in last year’s National, and the Irish-trained 
Sterling Duke. The last named is in the same in- 
terests, and is likely to be preferred to Workman.

HE Stewards of the Jockey Club have an- 

nounced that the Newmarket Craven and 
First Spring meetings will be held on the Summer 
Course, as the Rowley Mile track will not be avail- 
able. In consequence, the Two Thousand Guineas 
and One Thousand Guineas, which closed in 1938, 
are void, and the substitute races, which closed on 
February 27 will be run on Wednesday and Fri- 
day, May 1 and 3, on the Bunbury Mile. 

The Anglo-Irish Agency, acting for Stephen 
Sanford, has purchased Ireland’s champion hurd- 
ler L’Odeon, a bay 5-year-old by Mont Bernina 
L’Oleandre, and the horse is shortly to be shipped 
to the U.S. A. L’Odeon won eight races last year 
on the flat and over hurdles and proved himself 
one of the most outstanding hurdlers seen in Ire- 
land for many years.

Most of the eastern racing world was surprised 
with the announcement of the wedding, on March 
31, of Charles J. McLennan and Mary Hirsch. 
They were married at Fort Lauderdale, Fla. 

Charles McLennan is racing secretary at Hia- 
leak Park, Keeneland, Havre de Grace, Suffolk 
Downs, Pimlico, and Washington Park. He is the 
son of Joseph McLennan, Scotch immigrant who 
was one of the best known of American racing 
secretaries when he died in December, 1933. It is 
in Joseph McLennan’s honor that the McLennan 
Memorial Handicap at Hialeah Park is run. 


Mrs. McLennan is the daughter of Max Hirsch, 
former rider and for years among the leading 
trainers, now handling horses for King Ranch, 
Arnold Hanger, and others. Her mother was a 
daughter of Robert Clare, who was a well known 
trainer whose father, William Clare, was track 
manager at old Jerome Park. Mrs. McLennan 
was one of the first women granted a trainer's 
license. She was licensed in Illinois in 1934, and 
subsequently in other states, including New York. 
She has successfully campaigned horses for six 
years. Before her marriage she had made plans 
to take 15 head to Hollywood Park this summer 
for King Ranch.
